Chefs Take ‘‘CARE”, 

Prepare Various 

Dishes From Package 
By JANE EADS 


WASHINGTON—The chefs of 
11 European embassies and lega- 
tions, all wearing tall caps’ but all 
speaking different languages, got 
together the other day to show 
how they could concoct different 
dishes from the same ingredients. 

Guests invited to the gathering 
tasted typical foods of the 11 coun- 
tries which the chefs had pre- 
pared from the contents of the new 
food packages being sent to hun- 
gry Europe by CARE (Coopera- 
tive for American Remittances to 
Europe, Inc.) 

The chef of the Greek Embassy 
served Greek meat balls wrapped 
in vine leaves, a staple food in his 
country but available now only 
to families receiving the CARE 
package. The Finnish chef served 
“Kahvia vehnasen kera,”’ a type 
of bread served in Finland as a 
complete luncheon. The Italian 
chef dished up “tagliatelle,” a 
pasta dish popular in Italy but 
rare today because of the shortage 
of flour. 

The new food package replaces 
the surplus 10-in-1 Army pack- 
age originally offered by CARE. 

Paul Comly French, general 
manager of CARE, says the new 
food package was designed to pro- 
vide the foods now scarce in Eu- 
rope and to fit into the food pref- 
erences of Europe's people. 

The foods in the package are 
two pounds, 12 ounces of meat; 
two pounds of sugar; two pounds 
of vegetable shortening; seven 
pounds of flour; two pounds ot 
dried fruit; two pounds of choco- 
late; one "pound of coffee; one-half 
pound of dried egg powder, and 
two pounds of dried, whole milk 
powder, plus six ounces of soap. 

French says the new package 
contains more fats and other vital- 
ly-needed foods than did the 
Army package and that the calcric 
content is higher.

Pacific Electric Complaints— 


Two officials of the Pacific E:eciric Railway Co. were in 
Upland this week to personally inquire into the reasons for 
the frequent complaints from iocal residents. 

It is recognized that most of the complaints come from 
people who are annoyed by the noisy freight trains. To 
this, Charles H. Jones, general agent, firmly declared that no 
steam engines have been used for locomotion on the local 
tracks since January 1, 1946, the date the company promised 
to discontinue them. Diesel-eiectric engines have been used 
and Mr. jones indicated that no change from this service is 
feasibie. 

Whiie Mr. Jones expressed a sincere desire to please resi- 
dents of the communiiy and to serve the public to the full- 
est, he said freight operations existing in recent months would 
have to be continued. He re-afiirmed his promise that steam 
engines would not be used and he asked for public consid- 
eration in the use of the diesel-electric engines. 

Mr. Jones, who was here with an assistant, Gordon Gould, 
was reminded while here that matters other than the use of 
engines on the local right-of-way are under consideration. 
A proposed plan for extension of “C” street to Washington 
boulevard is being delayed because of the Pacific Electric’s 
“section houses” being on the site of the proposed street. 
Mr. Jones gave assurance his company would act fairly and 
as promptly as possible to permit fulfillment of the proposed 
pian. In the meantime. a letter came from another official 
of the company to the city relative to removal of the section 
houses near Sixth avenue. 

It was also recalled for Mr. Jones that some years ago a 
high official of the company promised in a public meeting to 
removo the Pacific Electric tracks from the center of the Euc- 
lid avenue parkway. This promise, however, was made 
without a practical busis and Mr. Jones explained that it 
was not feasible for the Pacific Electric to do without the 
Euclid avenue spur. 

The visiting officials emphasized it was the company’s 
desire to adequately serve the communily and to please 
as many pe opie as possible.

The United Nations security 
council has a commission on the 
northern frontiers of Greece 
watching this explosive situation. 

The aid which America pro- 
poses to give Athens is to enable 
the Greek government to defend 
itself against this aggressive Com- 
munism.
